ture this next session of parliament. 
The. necessary petitions are now ‘be- 
ing circulated. In order: that» our 
readers may have some ,vnowledge of 
the purport of the ~Act, the follow- 
ing summary, has been prepared, from 
an advance copy of: the. Act which 
came to hand this week. 

The ‘Interpretation’ sets forth the 
meaning of such words as vendor, 
vendor’s premises, physician, dentist, 
veterinary surgeon, druggist, private 
dwelling house, etc. The expression 
‘liquor’ or ‘liquors’ shall include all 
fermented, spirituous and malt liq- 
uors, and all combinations of — liq- 
uors and all drinks and drinkable li- 
quids which are intoxicating; and 
any liquor which contains more than 
two:and a half per cent of proof 
spirits shall be ‘conclusively deemed 
to'be intoxicating. 

The Lieutenant Governor in Coun- 
cil may appoint suitable persons as 
vendors who shall keep such liquors 
as are required for medicinal, mec- 
hanical, scientific and sacramental 
purposes only. No vendor shall have 
any interest in the liquor sold by 
him, or shall derive any profit there- 
from, but the profits derived i from 
the sale shall accrue to the benefit 
of the province. The salary of the 
vendor shall be fixed by. the Lieuren- 
ant’ Governor in Council, 
shall also yx the price of sale. Ev.
